PROGRESSIVE LAWS IN ILLINOIS. 


A t the dinner of the Chicago B a r Association at the La Salle hotel 
on 


F rid ay evening the seven judges of the supreme court of Illinois, who were 


the guests of honor, had a good deal to say about the laws or tills 
common­ 


wealth. W h ile some of the laws coming before the court for interpretation 


were characterized as strange, Illinois was ranked by the judges of Its high 


cst tribunal among the Am erican states that possess much intelligently pro 


grcssive legislation. Measures mentioned with commendation by Chief Ju s ­ 


tice Cartw right included the Ju ven ile court act, the parole law, tho law ere 


ating the mines and miners' board, tho em ployers’ lia b ility act, the structur 


al ironw orkers’ act, the act requiring safety appliances ou common carriers, 


the act regulating the employment of children and that regulating tin* hours 


of employment of women in mechanical and m ercantile establishments, fac­ 


tories and laundries, «ays the Chicago D aily New». 


It is w orthy of note that most of these measures are Tor the protection 


of workers. 
The chief justice's laudation of the act for regulation of the 


hours of women in certain occupations recails the fact that the Illiuoie su­ 


preme court was originally averse to the principle underlying such legisla­ 


tion. About twenty years ago the legislature passed a law lim iting women's 


hours of labor in certain occupations. The supreme court of the state held 


that the law was unconstitutional, presenting in connection w ith is decision 


a form al opinion that 
emed to doom all sim ilar 
measures to a like fate. 


L a ter other states undertook to regulate the working hours of women in in­ 


dustry and the courts of those states upheld the laws as a valid exercise o£ 


police power. A few years ago tho Illin o is supreme court went on record as 


holding this view of the law that is now in force in this state. 


AVhile it is gratifying lo know that Illinois has a conisderable number 


of progressive laws, it is well for us to hear iu mind that there rem ains much 


to bo done before Illinois can rank as progressive in all respects. Fo r exam 


p!e, the state’s revenue system is antiquated 
and should have a thorough 


overhauling. The state government is clum sily organized and consequently 


is wasteful and ineffective. In Chicago there is the worst maze of overlap 


ping governments to be found anywhere in the country. Even the judicial 


organization and procedure are faulty. These and other serious deficiencies, 


however, are beginning to attract 
public attention, 
and 
presumably the 


charge of backwardness which they have inspired w ill not be justified much 


longer,
